Please replace the paragraph beginning on page 2, line 9, with the following 
rewritten paragraph: 

In certain situations, additional portions of the tibia, other than the relatively 
narrow proximal portion being removed during knee replacement surgery, may also be 
damaged by arthritis or other problems. In such situations, a relatively thick proximal 
portion of the tibia is often removed, and it is replaced with an augment block shaped like the 
bone that has been removed. However, such previously known methods often result in the 
removal of an unnecessary amount of healthy bone, along with the damaged bone. Thus, for 
example, even in cases where the peripheral bone was healthy, and only the intemal bone 
was damaged, prior art methods often removed both the healthy peripheral bone and the 
damaged intemal bon e bone. 
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
